Reasons for Allowance 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-20 are 
considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of the specification, as per MPEP § 
2111.01, In re Sneed. 710 F.2d 1544, 1548, 218 USPQ 385 (Fed. Cir. 1983), none of the 
references of record alone or in combination disclose or suggest the combination of limitations 
specified in the independent claims. 

The Applicant claims a system that includes a power management logic (as defined at 
page 1 paragraph [0002] and page 3 paragraph [0009]). The system also include an electrical 
load coupled to the power management logic and configurable to operate in accordance with any 
of a plurality of power states (as defined at page 1 paragraph [0002] and page 5 paragraph 
[0013]) so that if an operating voltage for the system is between two thresholds, the power 
management logic forces the electrical load to operate in a reduced power state and wherein said 
electrical load comprises at least one of a CPU, a display, and memory (as defined at page 4 and 
5 paragraph [0013]). The operating voltage is an output voltage of a power supply and is at a first 
voltage level if the system is connected to an external source of altemating current (AC) power 
and is at a second voltage level if the system is connected to an extemal source of direct current 
(DC) power (as defined at page 2-3 paragraph [0008] and page 4 paragraph [0012]), as specified 
in claim 1 and similarly to claims 12, 16 and 18.
